TAXING BANK SHARES, 
REMARKS OF SENATOR MCDAN Bs IN THE 
GEORGIA SENATE, JAN. 103H, 1876. 


The senate having under consideration a 
bill to be entitled an act to providea mode 
of taxationfor shares of stock in banks. or- 
ganized under the laws of this state, or of 
“mn United States, within the stave of Geor- 
gia. 

Senator McDaniel (in answer to cbjec- 
tions from Senator Biack) said: The ob- 
ject of the bill is to remove the obstacles, 
under ex'sting laws, tothe collection of any 
tax @ball upon property or shares in na- 
tional bsnks. There is notroublein the 
existing lawstothe collection of all taxes 
that should be imposed upon state banks 
Or those organized under our laws, but the 
evils which this bllis meant to provide 
against arise from the peculiar provisions 
ofthe United States’ currency act. ‘lhat 
act prohibits the states from im- 


oie apy tax upon the ca» 
ta's of allbauks organized under it,but ex- 
pressly providesthat the states may impose 
@ tax upon the shares held by stockholders, 
non-resident as well as resident, tobe col- 
lected at the place where the bank is loca- 
ted and nct elsewhere, 

Our constitution requires that taxes sball 
not only be ad. valorem, but Uniform upon 
ali kinds of property taxed. Hence, the 
law, to be operative upon all banks must 
meet the requirements of the United States 
carrency act and of the coastitution of 
Georgia. Heace, I have sought in this bff! 
to proyide a mode of taxation which should 
mee: the requirements of both laws and I 
submit that 1 have accomplished that od 

ect. 

The act is based upon a>ts of other sta'‘es 
which have been passed upon and sustained 
bythe supreme court of the United States. 
Any other mode than this will fail as every 
other mode has failed in the past: It is 
well known to senators that we imposed a 
tax from year to year upon banks sought to 
beaffected by this act,and suits were brought 
and the state has been compelled to refund 
the money. paid over, because the laws 
under which these taxes were collected 
were not framed in accordance with the 
pr aciples contained in this act. 

Now, it is not meant that the shareholder 
himself shall make his return, but that his 
shares shall be returned, and itis made the 
duty of the chief officer of the bank to 
make such return. Any one can make the 
shareholder’s return for him and tave him 
any tr.uble or from the penalty against his

Senator MeDaniel tainly. Bt is 
require . that the bank officer make whe re- 
turn of shares and this bill requires that the 
cishier shall paythe taxupon the shares, 
so that the stockholders living in Minneso- 
ta or New York ehall be put to no inconve- 
nience at all, butthat his property in the 
atate of Georgia and protected by cur laws 
shali pay its part ofthe expenses of sguch 
protection by the state. 

Ano'her provision is that if the chief of- 
ficer fails to make the return the receiver of 
taxes may aSsess the tax, andin order 
that he may know the names 
of the stockholders and number of shares 
held by each, it is madethe duty of the 
officers—president and cashier—to furnish 
him with a list of the names and the shares 
belonging to each.3 I will take occasion to 
Say that the lists spoken of I have copied 
out of the United States act almost 
word for word from the claus: re- 
ferring to certain liste. Ionty impose upon 
them what the laws of the United Btates 
now impose. 1 make itincumbent u;.on 
them to furnish the lists when called for, 
and upon fai ure or refusal make it a mis- 
demeanor; this that the tax receiyer may 
make them the basis of his assessment. It 
is not imposing any new burden upon 
banks.
